Paris, November 27.—Secnor Montero Rios, 


president of the Spanish peace commiesion,

Unless there is some change in the 
situation before noon tomorrow the re- 
ply will be an acceptance under pro- 
test of the American offer of $20,000,- 
OGO for the Philippines. 

Even up to a late hour this evening tele- 
grams have been exchanged between the 
Spanish commissioners and Madrid, but all 
the Americans in a position to speak with 
authority are convinced that the foregoing 
outlines the Spanish policy. 

Senor Abarruza expressed the opinion 
this evening that there would be no break 
in the work of the commissions. 

Marquis DeComillas, who is the largest 
individual creditor of spain and has si 
here from the outset in behalf of the nu- 
merous important enterprises of ‘which he 
is the head, also indicated this evening that 
Spain Nad rfaae up her mind to yteld, He 
ts in very close touch with the Spanish 
commissioners,

cau commissioners. From the very 
first their intention was to take the 
Philippines and they have never 
wavered.”

WHAT OPEN DOOR MEANS. 


ADMINISTRATION CONTINUES TO 
EXPLAIN THE PHRASE. 


Washington, Nov mnahine Sy ea 
tion officers -do* t1Y0t- expect that fhe so- 
called “open-door’” policy Will take an im- 
portant position in the discussions of the 
coming session of congress, but believe 
debate on this matter will wait on final dis- 
position of the Philippines. A prominent 
official today said: 

“The phrase ‘open door’ is of limited ap- 
plication, and has been used only with 
reference to the possessions of European 
powers on the east coast of Asia. Origina- 
ting in the treaty of ‘open ports’ of China 
and Japan, the words have been extended 
to cover ports which China has leased or 
surrendered to foreign powers. The phrase 
means that in such ports the American 
government has in fact imposed no dis- 
criminations in tariff or navigation charges 
against imports or vessels of other coun- 
tries, but has treated them on the same 
plane as its own imports and its own ves- 

In other words, foreign powers ho!d- 
Chinese ports by seizure or treaty have 
merely announced that they will keep open 
such ports in the same manner that Chins 
has opened certain free ports to the com- 
merce of nations without discrimination or 
favor. The ‘ojen-door’ policy has been 
politically obligatory, as the reverse policy 
would be in direct hostility to the purpose 
of civilized nations, steadily pursued for 
years and concurred in by China of opening 
the Asiatic trade to commerce. 

“The phrase ‘open door’ has no pertinence 
to the western hemisphere and uo relevancy 
to the West Indies. The matter has been 
completcly misunderstood by foreign news- 
papers giving the phrase an application to 
this continent. The United States restricts 
between American ports to American 
vessels, precisely as the dominion of Canada 
restricts trade to British between 
Canadian poris. Under the British law, any 
nation which elects to allow British vessels 
lo engage in its coasting trade can obtain 
tue privilege of entering the coasting trode 
of Canada. The United States has never 
led itself of this opportunity, holding 
thai the priv-iege to be granted is very 
much more valuable than the privilege to 
be obtained

Commercially 
the restriction of the trade between the 
United States and Porto Rico is of relative- 
little moment as the direct commerce 
is very small and is absorbed by American 
and Canadian vessels. The value of Porto 
tico is as a fulerum for the development 
of American commerce in the West Indies.”

HAVE HEALTHY FOOD 


Leading Physician of the Island Sends 
au Interesting Letter,

Dr. Amadeo, a Porto Rican who has passed 
much of his life in the United States, Te- 
cently made a study of the foods of the 
poorer classes of his countrymen and has 
embodied some of the results of his labors 
in an open letter to Major General Brooke. 

His statements are interesting in that 
they give an idea of what the island la- 
borer is and what can fairly be expected of 
him a8 a citizen of the United States. 

In the course of his letter Dr. Amadeo 


iL 
says: 

“Five years ag 
United States, I 
comparisons between the ft 
and the poorer classes among the Ameri- 
cans. I noted a physicas inferiority among 
the Porto Ricans. The blame for this should 
be laid at Spain's doors, for she, by reason 
of excessive duties on the necessaries of 
life, always prevented the poor man here 
from obtaining proper nourishment. 

“The science of nourishment shows us 
éhat a man, in order to maintain his health, 
should consume daily about 124 grammes of 
nitrogenized matter, 440 grammes of matter 
containing starch and 5 grammes con- 
taining grease. Hence the indispensability 
of meat. But the laborer of Porto Rico 
lives on carbonates of hydrogen alone. Meat 
is a luxury he very rarely tastes. 

“This largely explains the condition of the 
leboring classes in Porto Rico—the muscu- 
lar system wasting away from defective 
nourishment and the brain inactive and dull 
because deprived of phosphate. Moreover. 
exclusive nourishment of this kind en- 
renders severe organic troubles in the end. 
A dangerous and common disease of the 
liver is the direct result among our people 
of a diet of tubers and bananas. 

Meat and Not Medicine Neede-. 

“We cannot expect from men on such diet 
that degree of intelligence and activity 
which would be founded in men properly 
nurtured. I am a country physician and 
when my patients come to me for relief 
from their many infirmities I am obliged to 
say to them: 

“*You do no’ need drugs and medicines, 
but you do need meat ana fish and nourish- 
ing foods.’ 

“Thése are very important facts to us 
and we sincerely hope, aS a source of pos- 
sible relief, that General Brooke will do all 
in his power to secure the admission into 
this island, free from all custom duties, of 
saited fish and meats from the United 
States, and of rice and flour. 

“To the man who works for cents in 
silver a day we should try to give a market 
in which his 50 cents will buy him proper 
nourishment. I beli‘Ve The regeneration of 
fhis ‘Island should begin by restoring the 
health of its people. Surely it would be a 
pity if the inhabitants of a part of the 
rich American union should be without 
proper nourishment. Such a state of af- 
fairs was comprehensible under the Span- 
ish regime, but it would be hard, indeed, to 
understand under the control of a govern- 
ment whose first princ!ple !s to care for its 
people, as in Porto Rico care for the people 
resolves iiself now into their proper nour- 
ishment. 

Better Homes Are Wanted. 

“A majority of the Porto Ricans are of 
European extraction. They cannot support 
life in roofless huts and in the open woods 
aS can the black races of Africa. We 
should make it possible for them to obtain 
shelter and homes at least as good as those 
of their forefathers. This could be done by 
permitting the entrance, free from all re- 
Strictions and duties, of the component 
parts of Simple houses, such as boards, 
joists, iron roofing and nails. I consider 
these recommendations, which I venture to 
submit, to be of prime necessity for the good 
of the people. Humanity demands their 
admission. The poorer classes in Porfo 
Rico cannot be expected to appreciate their 
obligations to the United States, much less 
to fulfill intelligently the duties of Ameri- 
can citizens, because their enfeebled men- 
tal and physical condition, the direct result 
of mal-nutrition, makes this impossible to 
them. We shall proceed with the work of 
social reconstruction of this island, but in 
order to have healthy minds to work upon 
we must first secure healthy bodies. But 
We cannot look for healthy bodies in a 
country where excessive tariffs continue to 
prevent the pcorer classes from eating 
meat and bread and to compel them to re- 
sort for sustenance to roots and bananas.”

TWELVE LIVES LOST AT BOSTON. 


Gale Drives the Sea Higher Than Has 
Been Known Since 1851. 
Boston, November 27.—A record-breaking 
November blizzard swept over the greater 
portion of New England last night and to- 
day, completely demoralizing traffic of ev- 
erydescription, and well-nigh paralyzing 


mtelegraphic and telephonic communication, 


while the northeast gale, cceming on a high 
course of tides, drove the sea far beyond 
iis usual limits and made a mark along 
shore exceeded only by the meunorable 
hurricane of 1851, 
During the gale thirty barges and schoon- 
ers lying in the harbor were wrecked and 
sunk and at least twelve lives were lost. 
While the storm was heaviest in the 
Southeastern part of New England, the 
whole district was affected and experienced 
& snowfall of from eight to twenty-four 
inches and as the éenter of the disturbance 
moved down the Maine coast that section 
and the provinces will probably receive a 
similar taste of winter weather tonight. 
Fortunately the storm was heralded suf- 
ficiently in advance by the weather bureau 
to detain most of the coastwise shipping in 
saie harbors, but the warning was entirely 
unheeded and ignored by those on shore, 
with the result tnat nearly every one, es- 
pecially the railroads and electric compa- 
nies, were caught happing and suffered ac- 
cordingly. There was not a railroad 
New England that was not more or 
tied up by the heavy fall of snow and the 
Sreat drifts, and roads running along the 
coast like the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford and the Boston and Maine had 
the added difficulty of frequent raghoute 
in places exposed to the heavy seas. 
All Trains Are Delayed.

Only the harbor reports were received up 
to 6 o'clock tonight of the effects of the 
storm on the coast, but even those few lines 
gave rise to the gravest fears as to the 
safety of what little shipping that may 
have been off Cape Cod hast night or to- 
day. It will probably be two or three days 
before a complete list of the disaster can 
bebe made. 

Towns Are Isolated. 

All points south of this city and east 
of Providence were isolated early last even- 
ing, New Bedford being lost to the outside 
world before 8 o'clock and Newport and 
Fall river disappearing into the night not 
long after. 

Further to the west at Providence and in 
Other parts of Rhode Island, communira- 
tion was intermittent and subject to great 
delay. Night trains over the Shore Line 
to New York reached Providence with only 
a few minutes elay, but beyond that point 
they met terrific drifts and it was morning 
before either of the two regular trains 
reached New Londom Here they were 
stalled nearly all day by freight wrecks on 
the road between that point and New Ha- 
ven. The trains from New York met a 
similar experience west of Saybrook and 
after some hours of telegraphing they 
managed to reach New London and started 
late in the afternoon for Providence. 

At noon today the regular New York ex- 
press from Chicago left Springfield for 
this city, followed a short time later bv 
the morning express from the west and 
barring a slight delay from a wreck at 
East ‘Broookfield, came through to this city 
all right. 


COASTING VESSELS GO ASHORE. 


Fifteen Lives Are Said To Have Been 
Lost Near Boston. 

Boston, November 27.—A dozen or more 
coasting vessels were driven ashore in 
Boston harbor during the biizzard of last 
night and this morning, and the great 
ocern steamer Ohio, of the Wilson line, 
was torn from her moorings and driven 
high and dry on Spectacle island. Schoon- 
ers and coal barges with two anchors cut 
and every reason to expect a safe weath- 
ering of the gale were dragged from their 
moorings and hurled against pier heads, 
dashed on islands and rocks or sunk out- 
right. 

Anchored at quarantine was the Wilson 
liner Ohio, a great four-masted cargo boat 
just in from Hull, England. She had only 
a small cargo on board ind her sides, being 
high out of the water, offered a large sur- 
face to the wind. The swift tide prevented 
the vessel from pointing her nose into the 
wind and after a fierce battie for hours, 
her cables gradually gave way and she 
ran ur on the beach of Spectacle island, 
where shé now lies high and dry. As the 
tide was very high when the Ohio went 
ashore, the work of hauling her off is likely 
to be difficult. 

Ashore not far from the Ohio is the 
schooner C. A. White, from Baltimore, but 
she will probably float. 

The casualties began with the sinking 
of at least one, if not two, coal barges 
and the loss of the crew of each. The tug 


Cumbcriand came in early last evening 
with two barges and one of them broke 
away from the tug and, striking Huut’s 
ledge, sunk with all four of her crew. An- 
other barge is reported to have sunk off 
Long Island head and her crew of four 
men lost. 

The schooner Abel E. Babcock, from 
Philadelphia, which came around Cape Cod 
yesterday and anchored late in the day 
Outs'de of Eoston light, is reported to 
have fvunderec wijh her crew of seven 
men. 

Afl the captains of the fleet who are 
lucky enovgh to round the cape and make 
the harbor in safety say that the storm 
was the most terrible that they ever ex- 
pericnced in Massachusetts bay. 

Nine Inches Deep at Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia, November 27.—The blizzard 
Which came out of the west reached this 
city at ll o'clock yesterday morning and 
raged furiously until 1 o’clock this morning. 
As unexpected as it was violent, it wrought 
great havoc notvonly here, but throughout 
the entire state 
In those fourteen hours the snow fal! 
reached a depth of over nine inches, and 
the wind a velocity of forty-five miles an 
hour. These figures are unprecedented in 
the November records of the 1:0cal weather 
bureau, and the officials there say that the 
Storm in general was the worst since the 
memoriable blizzard of 1888. 

With the snow the mercury steadily 
dropped until well below the freezing point, 
and tonight it is still on its downward 
way. In this city traffic of every kind as 
well as wire communication was crippled. 
The suburban lines were brought to a com- 
plete standstill, with the roads piled high 
with drifted snow. The main line of the 
Pennsylvania road was greatly delayed. 
Today the weather has been clear anc 
cold, and much progress has been made in 
restoring affairs to their normal condition, 
Dispatches from interior towns tell of like 
conditions. 

A number of vessels off the capes were 
unable to get into the harbor, and it is 
feared that there have been heavy losses. 

Wind and Snow at Atlantic City. 
Atlantic City, N. J., November 27.—The 
severest wind and snow siorm in ten years 
has been raging along this coast for the 
past two days. Telephone communi- 
cation between the life saving sta- 
tions has been broken off, making it impos- 
sible for the maritime exchange in this city 
to ascertain whether there has been any 
marine disaster or not. One ship was sight- 
ed off this coast by the local crew this 
afternoon. It is supposed to the S, B. Bes- 
wick, Captain Hill, bound from Norfolk 
to New York. She is anchored near the 
beach out of the fury of the gale. 

Severe at Hartford. 

Hartford, Conn., November 27.—The storm 
in this city is the heaviest known since the 
blizzard of 188. The snow is about two feet 
on a level, and is drifted badly. 

Blizzard Etops Golf Tournament. 
Baltimore, November 27.—Owing to the 
snow storm and blizzard the open golf tour- 
nament, which was scheduled for Decem- 
ber Ist, 2d and 3d, at the Baltimore County 
Club, has been postponed. One hundred and 
twenty-five golf clubs in all parts of the 
country had been invited to participate and 
many of them had signified their intention 
of sending representatives to the contests. 
An effort will be made to arrange for the 
tournament later in the season. 


SEVERE STO#M IN FRANCE. 
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Scuthern Part of Republic and North- 
ern Italy Have a Blizzard. 

Paris, November  27.—During the last 
twenty-four hours storms, increasing in 
severity, have raged throughout southern 
France and northern Italy. Much damage 
has been done at Marseilles, Cannes, San 
Romo and Genoa. Along the Riviera sea 
walls and fronts have suffered especially. 

At Genoa the German cruiser Hestha, one 
of the convoy warships during Emperor 
William’s recent ¢rip to Palestine, broke 
her moorings and collided with the Italian 
mail steamer Scilla, both vessels being 
slightly damaged.

FREIGHT GOES THROUGH BRIDGE. 


Fireman Instantly Killed and Engineer 
and Brakeman Hurt. 

Roanoke, Va., November 27.—A _ north- 
bound fast freight on the Shenandoah di- 
vision of the Norfolk and Western rail- 
way, went through a bridge near Riverside, 
fifty-seven miles north of Roanoke, today. 

Fireman Joseph Stevens was instantly 
killed, Brakeman David Winger fatally in- 
jured and Engineer Stephen Mayo was se- 
Tiously scalded by escaping steam. The men 
lived in Roanoke, The bridge was under 
construction at the time of the accident 
and it is reported that several of the bridge 
workers were more or less injured. 

One span of the structure gave way, pre- 
cipitating part of the train to the water 
below, a distance of thirty feet. The train 
was loaded with live stock and some of the 
cars were demolished, killing a considerable 
number of the cattle. A wrecking crew with 
surgeons was sent from Roanoke to the 
secne of the accident... The dead and injured 
were brought to this city. 


REINA MERCEDES IN DANGER. 


Only Quick Work Will Save the Span- 
ish Cruiser.

DIES OF DROPSY 


His Illness Began the First of the 
Present Month. 


WAS IN HIS EIGHTY-THIRD YEA?R 


He Began His Stage Work in London 
When He Was Twenty-One. 


ATTAINED DISTINCTION IN HIS PROFESSION 


Came to America as a Member of Char- 
lotte Cushman’s Company and 
Has Since Remained. 


New Ycrk, November 27.—Charles W. 
Couldock, the actor, died tonight his 
hcme in this city, after a short illness, from 
dropsy. 

Mr. Couldock was stricken on November 
$a with what was thought to be indiges- 
tion, but afterwards diagnosed as dropsy. 
On November 2ist his condition became 
evitical, and since then, even though he has 
had several slight rallies, death was ex- 
pected. His son, S, ¥. Couldock, a traveling 
salesman, survives him. 

Charles W. Couldock was born April 26, 
1815, at Long Acre, London. He made his 
first appearance as an actor at the age of 
twenty-one, personating Othello at a benefit 
perfoimance at Sadler Wells theater, Lon- 
den, for which he »urchased x10 worth of 
tickets to distribute among his friends. He 
was billed as ‘“‘Mr. Fortesque’’ tn his first 
appearance, and was applauded rapturous- 
ly by his clique. 

Afterwards, desiring to adopt the stage 
as a profession, after a struggle he got into 
a stock company at Farnham, Surrey. 
After four months he left the troupe and 
went with Jack Man’s company, and p!ay- 
ed leading parts. Subsequently he joined 
the Shakespearean club, which gave per- 
formances at the St. James, Drury Lane 
and other London theaters. 

Couldock here essayed Iago to Herbert 
Gregory’s Othelle, Anthony to Shy- 
lock, and Hotspur to his Falstaff, meet- 
ing with more or less success. 

In 1844 he joined the Edinburgh theater 
company, the same year that Lester Wal- 
lack and William Davidge became members 
of the organization. He played a winter 
and summer season with this company and 
then joined Professor Anderson's forces at 
Glasgow. In two weeks the theater was 
burned and he secured the position of lead- 
ing man at the Royal theater, playing first 
Sir Giles Overreach. He remained with 
the Royal for four years, and during that 
time acted with Macready, Candenhoff, 
Kean, Mme. Vestris, Charlotte Cushman 
and others. 

On September 15, 1849, Mr. Couldock ar- 
rived in this city on the steamer America, 
a member of Charlotte Cushman’s comparty, 
and opened at the old Broadway theater. 
He supported her throughout the season in 
all the prominent citfes of this country, 
and when Charlotte Cushman returned to 
Europe he became kading man at the 
Walnut street theater, Philadelphia. Since 
then he has been prominently identified 
with the American stage, playing with 
Laura Keene, Jefferson, Sothern and others. 

Mr. Couldock is best know as Dunstan 
Kirke, in ‘“‘Hazel Kirke,”’ which part he had 
played over 1,000 times. 


Couldock Known Here. 

The veteran actor, Couldock, who died in 
New York yesterday, had many friends and 
admirers in Atlanta. He was seen in At- 
lanta a number of times and was popular 
with Atlanta theatergoers.

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THREE NEGROES ARE MISSING. 


WHITE FARMER IS ABUSED BY 
NEGROES IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Friends Scour the Country and Ru- 
mors Are Rife of a Triple 
Lynching. 


ST 


Meridian, Miss., November 27.—Reports 
have reached here that three negroes were 
lynched last night about four miles west 
of Meridian. Newton county farmers are 
said to be on the trail of others implicated 
in an assault on a white man. The young 
man came to Meridian on Friday from the 
vicinity of Chunkey, Newton county, for 
the purpose of selling cotton and purchas- 
ing supplies. 

After disposing of his produce and buy- 
ing what he needed he left for home and 
camped near Oaketibbee river, about four 
miles west of the city. 

About the time he was 
yesterday a hog came Up, 
provisions and he drove it off with a kick 
in the side. At this juncture a negro came 
up, told the white man the hog belonged 
to him and abused the white man at a 
terrible rate. 

The Newton county farmer hitched up 
his team and started toward home, and 
did his best to avoid trouble, but the negro 
was bent on a row and was shortly joined 
by four others. They chased the white man 
across Oaketibbee river, firing repeated 
volleys, one load of which lodged in one 
of the young man’s arms, producing a pain- 
ful wound. ‘ 

After crossing the river the blacKs gave 
up the chase and the white man went on 
to his home and notified his friends and 
neighbors. Last night a dozen or more 
white men boarded the east-bound Ala- 
bama and Vicksburg train at Chunkey and 
got off at Lost Gap, six miles west of 
Meridian, with the avowed purpose of 
killing che negroes implicated in the as- 
sault. 

The young man who was assaulted recog- 
nized the blacks and the white men started 
at once to hunt them down for the purpose 
of putting them to death on the spot. 

Sheriff Reed and posse have just returned 
from the scene of trouble, bringing with 
them three negro prisoners. Early in the 
day a frightened negro reported to the 
sheriff chat a mob of white men was shoot- 
ing into negro houses and threatening to 
kill every negro in the community. He 
said they fired over a hundred shots into 
the house of the ringleader of Saturday's 
trouble. : 

The sheriff organized a posse and started 
¢o the scene, but on arrival could find no 
trace of the white men nor any dangling 
corpses. However, the three negroes con- 
cerned in yesterday’s outrage had disap- 
peared, and it is said the Newton county 
mob had them charged. If so, they have 
stretched them jong before this. . The three 
negroes arrested were relatives of the riot- 
ers and the sheriff took them in safe kKeep- 
ing until the trouble subsides.

IN NORTH CAROLINA | 


Party Has Virtually Ceased To Exist in 
That State. 


LILY WHITES MAY ORGANIZE 


Republicans Are Tirei of the Negro as 
a Party Man. 
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AND WILL TRY TO THROW HIM OUT 


Gossip About Constitutional Conven- 


tion—One Not Likely, as Legis- 
lature Will Enact Law. 
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Raleigh, N. C., November 27.—(Special.)— 
As is well known, the populist party in 
North Carolina has simply ceased to exist. 
With the republican leaders the question 
is what has become of their party? Colonel 
Keogh, who ought to know, says the dem- 
ocrats are in the saddle for twenty-five 
years. The renublicans in not a few cases 
appear to think the elimination of the ne- 
gro vote their only hope. This means that 
they favor a “lily white’? republican party. 
Senator Pritchard favored that plan ten 
years ago, It was thought he still favored 
it, so your correspondent asked him the 
question. He says in-reply that-‘the re- 
publican party wants in its ranks all per- 
sons to whom the constitution guarantees 
the franchise.’’ But other republicans say 
that they will never vote for a negro or 
for any party which puts a negro on its 
ticket. There is an end to negro office 
holding in the state. The holding of office, 
the desire for it and the solidarity of his 
vote are the three things which have ar- 
raved the white men against the negroes. 

It was said directly after the election that 
next August there would be a popular vote 
on disfranchisement of ignorant voters, but 
it now appears that there cannot be a con- 
Stitutional convention or a popular vote 
before 1900 ends. Ex-Senator Jarvis declares 
that no convention can be called until the 
people have sanctioned it and that their 
judgment cannot be taken before the gen- 
eral election in November, 1900; while on 
the other hand, should the legislature, at 
its session which begins next January, pro- 
pose any any alteration in the constitution 
it cannot be passed upon by the people be- 
fore the general election in November, 1900. 
This makes one thing quite clear and that 
is there will be no constitutional amend- 
ment. Instead, the legislature will enact 
a careful election law. This is the opinion 
of Democratic State Chairman Simmons. 
He said to me in response to a direct 
question. He says he favors the election 
law plan. The direct aim and purpose is 
to protect the eastern and other counties 
in which the negroes preponderate from 
black domination. A county government 
law wil] still further carry out the plan. 
The supreme court has decided that the leg- 
islature can provide one kind of govern- 
ment for one county and another for an- 
other county. For instance, for a negro 
county, the legislature can elect magis- 
trates and the latter can then elect county 
commissioners and other officers. Senator 
Butler before the election acknowledged 
that this could be done. The republican 
and populist state chairmen say they con- 
ferred and agreed that it must and should 
be done. But the mass of the white voters 
did not believe the fusionists would do this. 
They knew the democrats would. It ex- 
Plains the big vote. , 

The democratic papers are prompt in their 
expressions of thanks to the white repub- 
licans and the populists who at the ‘‘white 
men’s call’ came forward and made victory 
certain. One of the leading republican pa- 
pers: in fact, the organ of the eastern re- 
publicans, puts the case very well indeed. 
It says: 

“It was not in the full such a democratic 
victory, for it is conceded that but for the 
aid rendered by thousands of white repub- 
licans all over the state, who félt that the 
time had come to teach the negro office- 
seeker who dominated conventions a salu- 
tary lesson, the result woukd have been dif- 
ferent.’’ 

Butler for a Convention. 

Senator Butler declared himself for a 
canstitutiona!] convention, That to the mind 
of the average democrat is reason enough 
for not having any convention. The hatred 
of Butler is so great that it passes descrip- 
tion. It is only equaled by the hatred felt 
for Governor Russell. No men in all North 
Carolina are today more friendless than 
Butler and Russell and they are painfully 
aware of it. Their onlv hope is in retire- 
ment from politics. Strange things may 
happen in the next two years, but surely 
none so strange as their return to any 
sort of facor with any party. 

The sentiment is strong against the ne- 
gro in politics; it is far stronger against 
his white advisers. Usually after a cam- 
paign there is oblivion far as thines 
done during the campaign are concerned, 
but this time there is manifest a disposition 
to hold the leaders of negroes to strict ac- 
countability and to punish frauds perpetra- 
ted during the campaign.

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It now appears that there is serious 
division among the republican states- 
men on the question of expansion. Tie 
movement against it in New England is 
both bitter and-furious. ‘There is an 
“anti-imperial society,” and its agents, 
friends and organs make it a point to 
hit an expansionist head wherever one 
appears. A petition has been addressed 
to the president opposing the expansion 
policy, and there is a tremendous twit- 
tering about it in the newspapers. You 
would think, from reading such news- 
papers as The Boston ‘Transcript and 
The Springfield Republican, that follow- 
ing the success of expansion the repub- 
lic would collapse and disappear with 
all its sins on its shoulders. 

On the other hand, there are many re- 
publican statesmen and newspapers who 
are widely in favor of the policy of ex- 
pansion. They go about asking every- 
body they meet, “Would you throw 
away the fruits of victory?” 

It ig stated that, as a sort of compro- 
mise, Mr. Hanna has stated that it 
would be well to put a duty on tea; but 
his friends have taken him aside and in- 
formed him that there is already a duty 
on tea. Consequentiy there must be 
found some other basis of compromise. 
We respectfully suggest the tariff on cot- 
ton goods. On that line the Dingley 
law has been a flat failure, and the fact 
is liable to open the eyes of manufac- 
turers as well as those of the working 
classes. It was said during the last 
campaign that the beauties of protection 
would be demonsirated in the following 
way: 

To-wit: A duty on foreign products 
would increase the price of ours; this in- 
creased price would give’ prosperity 
to the working men; and this pros- 
perity would give our farmers 
wider markets. This seemed to be so 
clear that a minority of the white and a 
majority of the negro voters rallied 
around the g. o. p. and elected its candi- 
dates. Then came the celebrated Ding- 
ley bill in due course. Manufacturers 
were allowed to fix their own schedules 
of duties, and they did so without show- 
ing any of that shrinking modesty us- 
ually seen in the conduct of those who 
are not sure of themselves. The manu- 
facturers were perfectiy sure. They 
knew what they wanted, and made no 
bones about letting others know it. 

Well, as a result, prices have gone 
lower all the time. The logic of protec- 
tion has failed right at the point where 
it should have been demonstrated. ‘The 
hub has come off the wheel and all the 
spokes have fallen out. We suggest, 
therefore, that if the g. o. p. could be 
rallied around the tariff on cotton goods, 
or something of that sort, the impend- 
ing clash between the expansionist and 
the anti-imperial society might be 
averted, 
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The Technological School. 

The legislature has been called upon 
to make an appropriation for the com- 
pletion of the textile department of the 
Technological school. 

During the session of 1897 the legisla- 
ture passed a bill appropriating $10,000 
to establish this textile department. 
This bill was passed with a proviso that 
the $10,000 should not be paid until the 
friends of the Technological school had 
raised an equal amount in money or 
equipment. This was assumed to be, 
and tacitly was, a contract or obligation 
on the state to maintain the textile 
school -when prepared for optration. 

In compliance with this provision of 
the textile school act, the friends of the 
school proceeded to secure donations for 
its use, and were successful to the ex- 
tent of getting cash donations of $10,326 
and of machinery to the extent of $15.- 
334; thus the trustees to the Technolog- 
ical school imagined that they were in 
a position to go to work on the building 
for the accommodation of the textile 
school, and a contract has been entered 
into with a reliable firm of builders to 
have the building completed by Febru- 
ary 1, 1899. This building was designed 
by the best mill architects in Boston, 
and the machinery which has been do- 
nated to the school comprises the very 
latest designs in textile 2quipmeat. 

It has been stated by C. P. Brooks, 
the director of the Lowell Textile school 
(the best equipped institution of that 
kind in this country), that the Techno- 
logical Textile school, when completed 
with the machinery which has been do- 
nated, will be the best institution in the 
world for instruction in cotton textiles. 
Of course it is the purpose of the trus- 
tees to confine the course of study prin- 
cipally to cotton textiles, which is the 
staple of this country, and a knowledge 
of this art would do more to render the 
south, and especially Georgia, inde- 
pendent than could be accomplished in 
any educational institution in the state. 

If the legislature refuses to make an 
appropriation to maintain this textile 
school, which will be ready for occupa- 
tion at least by March, 1899, it will be 
guilty of a breach of faith to the con- 
tributors of this machinery and the 
cash which supplemented the appropria- 


tion of the state. The result of it will 
be that the machinery which has been 
donated, but not yet delivered, will be 
returned by the trustees to the donors, 
and the state will have an idle and un- 
profitable building on its hands, and 
the people who made the cash subscrip- 
tions will have been deceived by the 
legislation which required private sub- 
scriptions to the extent of the state ap- 
propriation and which the people have 
more than doubled. 

The passage of the bill introduced in 
this legislature for $10,000 appropria- 
tion for the maintenance of the school 
should not be regarded as a donation by 
the state, but as an investment which 
will yield more satisfactory returns than 
any similar amount ever expended on an 
educational institution. ~The fact is, 
that the time is ripe now for the intro- 
duction into the state and the south of in- 
stitutions designed toeducate the youth 
of the land into the mysteries of cotton 
manufacturing. New England is mak- 
ing heroic efforts to prevent the removal 
of her mills to the south, and the edu- 
cation of the youth of this land in this 
direction would lead to the establish- 
ment of numberless small factories. 

The tax rate of the New England 
states, especially Massachusetts, is in- 
finitesimal as compared with Georgia, 
and one reason is that in Georgia the 
burden of the taxes falls on the individ- 
ual owners of the land and real estate, 
while in Massachusetts it is largely con- 
tributed to by the enormous manufac- 
turing establishments which abound in 
that state. 

‘There are only two real textile schools 
in this country, one at Lowell and one 
at Philadelphia. South Carolina has 
made a start in this direction, and 
would be very much encouraged if we 
made a failure of it in Georgia. It is 
inevitable that some southern state is 
going to have a textile school, which 
will meet all future requirements in this 
section, and it remains to be seen 
whether Georgia will avail itself of the 
magnificent work which has been done 
by the president of the Georgia Techno- 
logical schoo] and the friends of that in- 
stitution who re-enforced the feeble ef- 
fort of Georgia by raising two and one- 
half times the value of the appropria- 
tion it made. 

Other states, noticing the donation of 
machinery by the manufacturers, have 
made similar appeals in such number 
that it has been decided by them not to 
repeat the donation. Hence, if Georgia 
lets these donations pass by, she will 
lose them all, and in the end, when the 
school has to be fitted up, the state will 
have to pay the full price. The highest 
principle of economy calls for favorable 
action now. 
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More Competition for American Cotton. 

The conquest of tre Soudan, which 
General Kitchener has begun and car- 
ried forward with such singular success, 
will place under control of the British a 
vast area of land for cultivation. The 
fact that nearly every acre of this land 
is capable of producing cotton of a grade 
all but as fine as that grown on our 
sea islands. is sure to make a serious 
addition to the problems with which the 
cotton growers have to coniend. 

The whole secret cf England’s control 
of Egypt and her conquest of the Soudan 
is her desire to secure a domain on 
which cotton can be produced. Since the 
late war between the states, during 
which the English mili owners suffered 
such heavy losses as the result of their 
inability to procure cotton from the 
southern states, the government of Great 
Britain has been trying to secure terri- 
tory which will produce cotton equal or 
superior to that grown in the south. 

A very large expenditure was made in 
India for that purpose, but it was found 
that the quality would not compare with 
that grown in this country. LExperi- 
ments have also been made in Austra- 
lia, but they had to be given up. Final- 
lv it was discovered that if Great Brit- 
ain would be independent of the United 
States, so far as her cotton supply is 
concerned, she must secure control of 
egypt. 

Those of our readers who are not fa- 
miliar with the various steps by which 
this control was secured are at any rate 
familiar with the fact that it has been 
secured. Within the course of another 
vear the (Mahdi will have been driven 
from the Soudan, and British capital will! 
be free to invest in the cotton industry 
in that large area, which comprises 
seven hundred thousand square miles of 
territory. On this land cotton can be 
produced which is about equal! in grade 
to that grown on our sea islands, and it 
can be produced at a price with which 
the southern planters cannot compete. 

The labor supply is practically un- 
limited. The Egyptian fellahin are paid 
wages ranging from 9 to 15 cents a 
day, and they are very industrious work- 
ers. It seems, therefore, that it is only 
a question of time when by growing 
cotton in this territory England will be 
able not only to produce her own slip- 
plies, but perhaps sell to the manufac- 
turers of this country at a less price 
than our own planters can afford to 
grow cotton. 

Meanwhile, the great question here is 
not the promotion of the interests of the 
people, but the promotion of office-seek- 
ing. Our agricultural interests are to 
be crushed out in order that the repub- 
lican party may be able to demand con- 
tributions to its campaign fund from the 
syndicates which have been enriched by 
the gold standard. 
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Fighting a Canal. 

There is now going on a strong con- 
test between St. Louis and Chicago, in 
which the latter city has at present the 
best of it, but in which the former is 
likely to take the lead before long. 

Several years ago the bright and 
breezy men who shape the affairs of 
Chicago got up the idea of a drainage 
canal] to tap the Illinois river. I¢ seems 
that there was objection to the sewage 
of the city entering into the lake, and 
that it was conceded that the best way 
to get rid of this waste was through a 
drainage canal, which would empty it 
into the Illinois, thence finding its way 
into the Mississippi: at St. Louis, and 
thence reaching the gulf. The Chicago 
men, however, did not put the case 
bluntly, but described it in such a fancy 
form that it caught the approval of the 
people of St. Louis, which was necessary 
before the project could be fully carried 
out. Thus was launched in the press 
of the Windy City the great scheme of 
digging a canal to the Illinois_through 
which the waters of the lake would add 
their volume, creating an immense 
waterway, so that the American navy 
resting in the guif might steam up the 
Mississippi, then enter the Illinois and 
through Chicago’s big canal float tri- 
amphanitly upon the bosom of the lakes. 
St. Louis was dazzled by visions of na- 
val displays in the waters right at the 
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very front, and she gave her consent to 
the scheme which was thu@ presented. 

Time, however, has had an eniightep- 
ing effect upon the people of St. Louis 
They were at first astonished to find 
that the canal was only being dug at 
half the dimensions which had been 
first mapped out for it, and later it 
dawned upon the people of the Missouri 
metropolis that they had been taken in, 
and that Chicago was but making a 
back alley of the state of Illinois, leav- 
ing in the way danger and disease for 
the people of St. Louis. Now the peo- 
ple of the latter city are appealing to 
congress to stop the work. They have 
secured expert medical testimony that 
the canal, from the time it leaves Chi- 
cago until it enters the river, will be a 
source of disease, and that the waters of 
the Illinois down to the Mississippi, even 
as far as New Orleans, will. be £0 pois- 
oned as to be unfit for human use. The 
fight thus brought on will be one of in- 
tense interest, and the issues at stake 
will concern other communities Situated 
upon the waterways which may ciaim to 
be in danger because of sewer connec- 
tions higher up the river. 

Ineffective Laws. 

In nearly every scare of the union there 
are to be found people who someilmes 
call themselves “advanced,” w0Ose prin- 
cipal aim in life seems to be to load 
down the statute books with laws which 
can never find enforcement. 

A dispateh printed in our columns 
from Charieston narrates a sensation 
which was produced in the court of gen- 
eral sessions there by the remarks of 
Circuit Judge Benet. it seems that 
there are a great many cases tried, 
charging parties with violation of the 
dispensary law. The evidence was clea, 
so clear, indeed, tuat the men _ prose- 
cuted could oniy enter an undefended 
plea of “not guilty,” jeaving the rest 
to the jury. ‘The juries, it seems ,were 
to be relied on, tor in every case they 
refused to bring in a verdict of guilty, 
and thus the law was blocked and the 
judge found his hands tied. 

All of this simply goes to prove that 
it is useless to load down the statute 
books with laws until the people have 
been educated up to their enforcement. 
In other words, a law-maker should 
have in mind not only the law which he 
proposes for adoption, but the people for 
whom he proposes it. If it is a law 
which fails to command their support, it 
then becomes a dead letter, to be nulli- 
fied continually, thus habituating the 
people to an evil as great, perhaps, as 
the one the repression of which was 
sought. Law, like some very learned 
speakers, often shoots so far above the 
heads of the common people that they do 
not understand it, and cannot be brought 
to its enforcement. It is a happy idea 
of law which we have inherited from 
England, that it must be interpreted 
through the common sense of the people 
for whom it is intended, and that it. 
will always be ineffective if it does not 
challenge the approval and the confi- 
dence of the men who make up the jury 
list. 
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Affairs in Cuba. 

‘In the midst of other matters it seems 
that the nation isin danger of forgetting 
its new wards—the Cuban recoucentra- 
dos. It has already been forgotten, we 
believe, that the real cause of the war 
Was the discovery of the condition of 
these unfortunates by a posse of our 
ablest congressmen. It was a crime 
against humanity, we said, to permit 
Spain to pen these peasants in the towns 
and condemn them to death by a slow 
and precarious process of starvation. 
This was why the war was described as 
a war in behalf of humanity. 

We!l, war was declared in the early 
months of the year, preparations were 
got under way, a huge blockade was in- 
stituted, and it was generally understood 
that Cuba would be ours in a very short 
time. Then, after some time, came the 
capture of Santiago, and after it, the 
protocol looking to peace. Where was 
the reconcentrado all that time? To put 
it mildly, he was dead and dying; and 
such is the case today, though it is un- 
derstood that Cuba has been surrendered 
into our hands in trust for her own peo- 
ple. 

Cuba has surrendered, and yet the 
government of the United States is not 
allowed to land provisions for the fam- 
ishing owing to the duties imposed by 
the Spanish customs officials! Isn’t that 
a pretty howdy-do for a nation that has 
polished off Spain and (according to the 
newspapers) is panting to do some more 
polishing? 

Our peace or evacuation commission 
in Cuba is undoubtedly having a@swell 
time, or we should hear something from 
it: but what else is it doing? It is 
supposed to be in Havana. If so, it is 
an eye-witness to the most extraordinary 
system of looting and robbery ever un- 
dertaken by a conquered foe in the pres- 
ence of the conqueror. 

We read of this vast scheme of plun- 
der and wonder if it is part of an un- 
derstanding not made public, that the 
Spaniards should be allowed to manage 
the custom houses in their own personal 
interests and to carry off all the portable 
public property they can lay hands on— 
property that certainly belongs to the 
island and not to indivdual Spaniards. 

Meanwhile, the population in the in- 
terior continues in a starving condition, 
and the humane people of this country 
are not allowed to land supplies owing 
to the Spanish customs officials. Every- 
thing is in disorder, except the orderly 
schemes of robbery. There is no gov- 
ernment except in the custom houses; 
no law except that of the looter. Spain, 
without means. is expected to take the 
Spaniards off the island, and unti] that 
happens the suspense is to continue, and 
the looting to grow. 

Such are the benign. conditions to 
which our little war for humanity has 
led us. The Spaniard still stands frown- 
ingly in the way, and the evacuation 
commission looks om pleasantly in the 
afternoons after having devoted the 
morning to taking quinine pills and 
looking up records that will never be 
of any use to anybody when the Span- 
iards finally consent to get out. 
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All the New England statesmen may 
be expected to do the agreeable in the 
matter of expansion with the excep- 
tion of Senator Hale. Hale is tied to 
Spain in all matters affecting Spanish 
interests. 
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Mr. Roosevelt says in a regretful tune 
that he had to keep silent at one time 
during the Santiago campaign. This 
was probably for the purpose of giving 
the officers an opportunity to locate 
Spanish batteries, 
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The newspapers continue to fight the

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How To Control Smoke. 

Editor Constitution—I[ have been very 
much interested in the discussion now gv- 
ing on in Atlanta on the smoke question. 

It brings back to me memories of the 
old country and city of Manchester, where 
I was in Lusiness over thirty years ago, 
and where the above question wWas argued 
and fought out just the same as it is being 
done here today. I am sure some of the 
arguments now used are just the same 
as were used at that time against curtail- 
ing the issue of dense volumes of smoke 
from the chimneys. After a hard fight, the 
people and city council won, and in one 
year the change was wonderful. No more 
dense volumes of smoke from chimneys, 
and I never heard that a single factory 
shut down, or that new ones were deterred 
irom starting on account of the law that 
fined owners of smoky chimneys from $10 
for first offence to $106 for’‘a second or 
third offense. There was a park of about 
forty acres the city, On which the 
council had spent thousands of pounds in 
the enedavor to make a pleasant outdvor 
recreation ground for tne cotton 
tives, who lived and worked all around 
Any One can sit on a seat in this park and 
count 28) factory chimneys, ranging from 
1W feet to 300 feet high. The council! reat- 
ized that the trees and all vegetation was 
dying, or rather being buried in soot. 

That was one reason why the question 
was raised, but thé most important 
was the question of health. The atmos- 
phere was so dense and polluted that you 
had to breathe and taste soot. Since that 
time the death rate has gradually been re- 
duced. 

1 spent a few months in 
this year, and went up to see tlhe park 
named above, and was surprised to see 
how well and beautiful the trees and 
flowers looked. [ sat down and counted 
all the old 280*chimneys and about twenty 
new ones, but out of all this lot you could 
not such dense clouds of smoke issue 
as I have seen daily out of chimneys in 
Atlanta during my short stay here, 

From what | have seen there, 1 am sat- 
isfied that the factories are not the worst 
Offenders in «this matter. The hotels and 
even your new Tower, or jail, is the worst 
I have seen yet. It does not need any 
costly mechanical stokes or eontrivance 
to do away with the evil. In Manchester 
there are now some yery simple appliances 
that, combined with a careful, well-paid 
fireman, do all that is necessary. The 
factory owners now realize that it is to 
their advantage that the question was 
raised. I have been told by owners that 
with an intelligent, careful fireman, they 
now get more power from the same quan- 
tity of coal consumed than they used to 
do. This is undoubtedly true, because if 
you consume two-thirds more of the 
smoke at the right place, that smoke is 
converied into heat and makes steam in- 
Stead of black smoke, going out of the 
chimney, 

Among other things that I notice in At- 
Janta, is the low chimneys. I suppose the 
idea is to keep them out of sight, so as not 
to disfigure the buildings, but another is 
lost sight of—the lower the chimney the 
more difficulty in consuming the smoke. 
At the rate you are now zoing on, it 
won't take you many years te make your 
buildings just about as black as they are 
ne Manchester or Pittsburg, and also kill 
all the trees in the vicinity. 

Now is the time to remedy the evil, bhe- 
fore any more mischief is done, and [| 
hope the council will stand firm in the 
position they ‘have taken in the matter.

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The Torrens Law. 

Editor Constitution—A good dea} has been 
printed about the Torrens law, but not the 
law itself. What is it? 

HENRY LUKENS. 

It is a system of land transfer which 
originated in Australia by Sir Robert Tor- 
rens. It provides for the establishment of 
a land regisiry under the control of an offi- 
cer to be known as master of titles. The 
first registration of a person as owner of 
any land with an absolute title will vest in 
that person an estate in fee Ssimple*in the 
land, subject to any incumBrances entered 
If a possessory title is re- 


owner of the fee simple on giving such evi- 
dence of title as may be prescribed. When 
the first transfer of property under the law 
took place in Cook county, Illinois, about a 
year ago, one of the Chicago papers im 
commending the law said that the transfer 
was made with as little trouble as is in- 
volved in the sale of a piece of merchandise. 
The seller when registering the land with 
the register paid $15 for the examination 
of the title to date, $12 for the certificate 
and #% to the indemnity fund required by 
law. ‘The buyer received the certificate 
and paid $3 as the fee for ‘having the trans- 
fer entered upon the registrar's books. He 
holds now an absolute and guaranteed title. 
No lawyer's services was needed, nor is 
the buyer exposed to danger of loss through 
neglect or ignorance on the part of an at- 
torney. The whole cost of the transfer was 
$3 instead of from $25 to $100 1or examina- 
tion of the abstract, as would have been 
the case under the old system. The pur- 
chaser feels no need to insure his title by 
paying a fee to some title guarantee com- 
pany because the state itself approves and 
defends this ownership.

What has all this to do with Thanksgiv- 
ing.

In machinery alone tle amount that has 
been subscribed so far has reached $15,334.40 
and President Hall expects more subscrip- 
tions by the time the senool is ready for 
operation. These subscriptions have come 
in from every part of the country and many 
of the most prominent factories in the east 
have subscribed liberally. 

In money the exact amount raised so far 
is $10,326.65. The principal subscriber is Mr. 
Aaron French, who first gave $100, after- 
wards $2,500 and last $3,000. The alumni of 
the school have also contributed )iberally 
for the success of the textile department, 

The statement addressed to the legisla- 
ture concludes with the following informa- 
tion as to the progress of the work so far: 

‘Plans for the textile building have been 
made, the contract has been let and the 
work is now in operation. 

“The building is to cost about $15,800, the 
lfast possible amount for which space can 
be secured to hold the magnificent ma- 
chinery equipmént and afford room for in- 
struction of classes. 

“The amount for maintenance is placed at 
a minimum of $10,000 per year, which will 
increase the present maintenance fund of 
the school to $32,000 per year. 

“The contract for the building specifies 
that it igs to be ready for occupancy Feb- 
ruary 1, 1899. We expect to be ready for 
instruction by the middle of February, 18%, 
provided we have the money to operate the 
school, 

“The attention of every part of the coun-

Upon a hearing 
of the case there Judge Lumpkin dismissed 
the certiorari on the ground that the proper 
remedy was not pursued. 

This decision was appealed to the supreme 
court and on a hearing there the supreme 
court reversed Judge Lumpkin’s decision 
and sent it back with direction to him to 
enter a judgment in accordance with the 
law in the case, and deciding at the same 
time that there was only a question of law 
involved, and therefore it was not necessary 
to appeal] the case to a jury before carry- 
ing it to the superior court. The case came 
on for a final hearing before Judge Lump- 
kin yesterday and after argument by O. E. 
& M. C. Horton, representing Edmondson & 
Seay Bro8s., and Maddox & Terrell, repre- 
senting J. E. Toole, Judge Lumpkin ren- 
dered a final judgment in the case, holding 
taat Mr. Toole’s wages as a conductor on 
the Consolidate@} street railway are not 
subject to proce of garnishment and di- 
recting that the gS§nishment proceedings be 
dismissed, 

This decision is of great interest to the 
conductors on the various railway lines in 
Atlanta. It has heretofore been the rule of 
decision in the justice’s courts to hold that 
their wages were subject, and as a general 
rule, whenever a garnishment has been 
served in a suit against one of them, they 
nave immediately settled on this idea. 
Hereafter no such suit can be maintained. 
The decision of the case by the supreme 
cour&is a very lengthy one, covering twen- 
ty typewritten and is a landmark 
relating to decisions in the justice courts on 
appeals and certioraris. It cites and re- 
views all of the cases on both subjects to 
that time. The opinion was delivered by 
Mr. Justice Cobb. 

Toole believed that conductors were in- 
cluded in the law exempting wages of la- 
borers from garnishment. He is himself a 
lawyer, having been admitted to practice 
and having practiced for a number of years 
in Troup county. He branched out in the 
mercantile business, in which he was un- 
successful. He gave up to ‘his creditors 
every dollar that he had and every item 
of property that he owned and undertook to 
begin anew. During the time he was in 
business he had dropped the law and his 
failure having left him wholly without 
means, he was forced to enter another line 
of business in order to support his family.

“Tom and me,” she said, ‘‘were married 
in Lawrenceville and we were 45 happy 
as could be. That was some six years ago 
and at that time we owned «a small farm 
in Gwinnett county, and Tom was doing 
well, He is a big, strapping feilow, and 
has always been able to make a comforta- 
ble living for me and the children. Every- 
thing went well until about three years 
ago, when Tom took it into his head 


to sell out and come tu Atlanta. 

“We disposed of che farm and came on 
here with our hovsehold er = 
a saloow.

After our 
return. we lived with friends here and there 
in the city, and then about five weeks ago 
he brought me here to this house. We 
knew the people and ‘rom said that he 
had just got a good job and would go out 
and look for a house, leaving me in the 
meantime with these friends. 

“He insisted n taking our little girl, Wii- 
lie, now about four years old, with him, 
and while I thought it somewhat strange 
at the time, I made no objection. I waited 
all day ‘anda all night, but he did not return, 
‘hat to do. Tom and 
me have never had a hard word between 
us and why he should take it into his 
head to desert me and the baby is more 
than I can understand. 

‘“‘As days went by and he did not come, 
I wrote to him at Lawrenceville, thinking 
thet he might have gone back to the ola 
home, but Ll got no answer.

WORK DRAWING Tt TO A CLOSE 
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Yesterday the Government Property 
Was Packed Up by Soldiers. 
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PAYMASTERS uy BEGIN TODAY 


The Men Are Glad of the Approach of 
the Day When They Will Be 
Mustered Out. 


YESTERDAY WAS A BUSY DAY AT 
Camp Atkinson, and the Sunday habits of 
the men of the battalion were disturbed by 
the mustering officers, who continued 
checking the company rolls in. order to 
finish all the work by Wednesday, the 
day for the men to be formally mus- 
tered out, 

Each company was engaged during the 
greater part of the day in collecting its 
property consisting of ordnance and various 
utensils end packing ihem up ready to be 
turned over to the mustering officer at the 
last moment. Captain Kennedy completed 
the physical examination of the different 
companics yesterday with the exception of 
a few men in some of the commands who 
were not on duty during the day. 

This morning the rolls will be 
turned over to the paymasters, five of 
whom have been assigned to pay off the 
companies at Camp Atkinson. It is possible 
that all the work connected with muster- 
ing the battalion out will be completed be- 
fore Wednesday, but as that day has been 
set by Captain Frederick it is not probable 
that the. men will permitted to leave 
before that time. 

Some of the companies it was thought 
would come out very short in property that 
belonged to the government, but most of it 
so far has been checked up, and only a few 
things have been found missing. 

The Springfield rifles with which the men 
were equipped will be sent in the course 
of the next few days to one of the arsenals 
of the government, and will be kept there 
doubtless as curios and reminders of the 
barbaric weapons with which the volunteers 
in the late war were armed. 

The passing of the Second Georgia is 
near at hand. The eager volunteers who 
in the early part of the summer waited 
feverishly for an opportunity to fight the 
enemy are about to end their career in the 
public service in the mud of Piedmont park. 

The regiment Awas reeognized as one of 
the best and most perfectly disciplined in 
the volunteer army, and the field officers 
were often complimented on the excellence 
of their men by regular officers of the army 
in camp with the regiment. At the time the 
command left Huntsville a large majority 
of the men are said to have wished to re- 
main in the service, but after reaching 
Camp Atkinson they became discouraged 
and saw that they would have no chance 
for foreign service in case the regiment was 
retained. Therefore when the opportunity 
was offered the men at a late day to stay 
in the field all of them with few exceptions 
refused, 

On the whole the regiment is composed 
of men wiro volunteered for patriotic rea- 
sons, and many who gave up good. positions 
in civil life to go to the field. These men 
have waited anxiously for the time to come 
when they could be mustered out, and are 
gratified that the process necessary to that 
end does not require but a few hours more. 

There is a spirit among the men often 
given expression to, that they have had 
more than enough of army life. and will 
never give their consent to to the field 
again unless their services are actually 
needed, or unless they can be given active 
work to do from the first.

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In the absence of Dr. 
attending the Methodist 
Edward Thomson, late 
ducted the morning services at Trinity 
yesterday. He said that as no special ser- 
vice had been held at Trinity on Thanks- 
giving Day, he would confine his remarks 
to that subject. 

Dr. Thomson as his text “Happy is that 
people whose God is tlhe Lord.” Psalms 
cxliv. 

“Thanksgiving Day,” said he. “is one of 
the most important days in the year. It is 
a time for gen@ra] thanksgiving to the 
Lord who is the author of all good. Dur- 
ing the sermon, Dr. Thomson read a copy 
of the first Thanksgiving Day proclamation 
ever made in this country and went on to 
say that religion entered very largely into 
the acts of the men who formed our gov- 
ernment. That é€ver since that first pro- 
clamation had been written the Jast Thurs- 
day in November of every year had been 
set apart by the president for the giving of 
thanks to the Almighty. 

Dr. Thomson also said many had 
criticised the consitution our country 
from the fart that the word God did not 
appear anywhere in its body.

Smith appeared ia police court as a witness 
against Lewis and the negro was gent 
to the stockade by Recorder Calhoun. 
Lewis was very surly, it is said. when in 
the police court, and took his sentence with 
very bad erace.

In the stockade expired. In some manner 
this report reached the ears of Dr. Smith 
and he has since been on the lookout for 
the negro. Dr. Smith resides ne 72 Spring 
street with his family, but he tol@ thetn 
nothing of what he had heard for fear of 
causing unnecessary alarm. 

Dr. Smith, however, is said to have heen 
confident that Lewis was a dangerous ne- 
sro and ke resolved ¢o give him no oppor- 
tunity to carry out his threats. He knew 
that the negro's sentence expired Saturdav 
and yesterday he was doubly vigilant. 
Last night shortly after 8 o'clock he was 
seated in his library reading when he heard 

peculiar noise by his window. Wooking 

that direction. ie saw nothing, but kept 
is eves fastened on the spot. 

In a moment the head of Lew!s appeared 
above the casement. Dr. Smith recognized 
him at once and resolved to resort to 
&traiegy. He pretended thet he did not see 
the negro and then resumed his reading. 
In a few moments he apparently hecame 
sleepy, vatvned ence or ¢wiee and then 
nut dowr -his book. After waiting a mo- 
ment Dr. Smith rose leziiv from his chait 
and waiked s!owly to the door. 

Closine it behind him. his laneuor dl«- 
appeared and he was at the telephone 11 
a few bounds. A few moments later Chose- 
wood was speeding in the direction of che 
Physician's residence on k's wheel. and 
arrived in time to artest the negro while 
he was standing under the window of Dr. 
Smith. Lewis submitted quietly to arreat 
and would give no explanation for his pres- 
ence in ¢he yard of the physician. 

The charge of idling and loitering was 
entered against bim and he will appear 
before Recorder Calhoun this afternoon 
Dr. Smith told Officer Chozewood that he 
would swear out a peace warrant against 
the negro and he will probably do that 
this morning.
